Before  getting  to  the  task  of  sketching  future  directions 
for  the  academic  program  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  in  the 
1980's,  I  feel  the  need  to  get  better  acquainted  with  the 
reader.  Since  my  arrival  in  1978,  the  two  most  frequent 
questions  posed  to  me  have  been:  How  do  you  pronounce 
your  name?  How  do  you  like  it  in  Hickory?  The  first  deals 
with  identity,  and  the  second  probes  for  values  and  per- 
ceptions. 

My  name  suggests  a  Finnish-American  heritage  and 
means  "keeper  of  the  store."  The  name  fits  an  essential 
task  for  deans  of  dealing  with  budgets  and  making  sure 
that  instructors  have  resources  for  teaching.  My  name  also 
connotes  "problem-solver  or  one  who  is  an  arbiter,"  and 
this  perspective  is  also  true  of  my  daily  challenges  in 
dealing  with  academic  program  and  personnel  matters. 
My  interests  as  a  pastor,  teacher  and  administrator  have 
been  shaped  largely  by  religious  and  social  reformers, 


and  it  is  therefore  understandable  why  I  look  upon  the  role 
of  academic  dean  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  to  be  that  of  a 
change  agent.  My  ministry  is  to  colleagues  who  aspire  to 
view  their  personal  future  and  the  destiny  of  our  college 
with  a  spirit  of  hope  and  a  willingness  to  do,  what  the 
instructors  at  the  Outward  Bound  School  told  us  last  Oc- 
tober: "Go  for  it,  go  for  the  mountain." 

How  do  you  like  it  in  Hickory:  Perhaps  the  question  is 
not  necessary  for  a  person  who  left  behind  a  winterland 
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which  received  385  inches  of  snow  in  1979.  Getting 
beyond  the  trivia  of  weather  patterns,  I  am  very  impressed 
by  the  community  beauty  and  resources  and  particularly 
the  relationship  which  the  college  enjoys  with  its  alumni 
and  friends  in  the  church  and  community.  Lenoir-Rhyne  is 
a  good  neighbor.  In  applying  forthedeanship  here,  I  wrote 
the  following  statement: 

The  church-related  college  has  a  mission  of  servant- 
hood.  It  has  a  distinctive  geographical  area  in  v^hich  to 
serve  those  who  are  within  and  outside  the  college 
community.  College  resources  and  programs  ought  to 
be  readily  available  to  regional  residents  who  can  both 
benefit  from  these  services  and  also  bring  to  the  cam- 
pus additional  resources.  Such  contact  can  lead  to  new 
educational  programs  and  additional  financial  re- 
sources for  the  college. 

This  value  perspective  is  where  I  am  coming  from,  and 
you  can  appreciate  my  growing  good  feeling  about  the 
college  and  community.  This  sense  of  purpose  has  been 
present  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  for  decades,  and  there  is  a  grow- 
ing commitment  among  faculty  and  staff.  Board  of  Trustees 
and  Development  Board  members,  alumni  and  friends  to 
affirm  that  concern  in  new  ways.  Because  we  have  such  a 
shared  purpose,  yours  is  the  future  dream  and  the  reality 
being  shaped. 

The  following  report  deals  with  four  important  areas: 
student  development,  faculty  development,  instructional 
development,  and  new  directions  in  continuing  education 
and  community  service. 

I.  Student  Development:  The  Purpose  Statement  of 
the  college  suggests  the  present  and  future  profile  of  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  student  body. 

The  college  strives  for  academic  excellence  by  provid- 
ing rigorous  programs  designed  to  challenge  and  stimu- 
late both  the  student  who  possesses  unusual  ability  and 
the  student  who  may  be  less  gifted  but  clearly  possesses 
the  skills  and  talents  to  qualify  for  college  enrollment.  It 
admits  students  to  all  programs  regardless  of  race,  relig- 
ion, sex  or  age. 

The  admission  practices  of  the  col  lege  during  the  past 
five  years  reflect  a  commitment  to  this  stated  ideal.

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At  a  Regional  Conference  on  Church-Related  Higher 
Education  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  on  October  30-31, 
1978,  Edgar  Carlson  anticipated  a  new  reality  and  chal- 
lenge for  colleges  of  our  kind  in  the  1980's: 

It  is  somewhat  ironical  that  the  largest  untapped  pool  of 
students  consists  of  the  less  able,  less  well  prepared, 
and  least  motivated,  and  that  the  institutions  that  are 
least  likely  to  survive  are  the  institutions  that  have  had 
most  experience,  and  in  many  cases  the  largest  mea- 
sure of  success,  in  working  with  this  kind  of  student.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  institutions  that  are  most  likely  to 
survive  and  even  to  have  a  brilliant  and  distinguished 
future  are  those  who  often  dismiss  their  responsibility 
toward  that  potential  pool  by  saying  that  'our  standards 
are  so  high  that  we  don't  think  you  could  succeed  here. ' 
In  other  words,  it  becomes  a  mark  of  excellence  that 
one  is  notable  to  help  those  who  need  help  the  most. 

As  colleges  respond  to  the  educational  needs  of  the 
1980's,  it  appears  reasonable  to  forecast  that  a  greater 
diversity  in  abilities,  age,  ethnic  composition,  academic 
and  career  interests  will  existwithin  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  Col- 
lege student  body.  In  the  development  of  a  learner- 
centered  academic  program  for  the  future,  the  college  is 
moving  towards  the  following  goals: 

•  a  college-wide  commitment  to  strengthening  basic 
learning  skills  through  a  revised  core  curriculum,  new 
writing  lab,  tutorial  programs,  strengthened  advising  sys- 
tem, reading  program  and  firmer  academic  policies 

•  a  concern  for  special  student  needs  through  the 
hearing-impaired  services  program,  honors  program, 
evening  college  and  othercontinuing  education  programs 

•  a  renewed  commitment  to  strengthening  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  students'  capacity  to  make  critical  choices  by  par- 
ticipation in  a  more  intensive,  integrative  general  educa- 
tion component  dealing  with  Christian  faith.  Western  heri- 
tage, critical  choices  facing  society,  environmental  sci- 
ence and  Christian  perspectives  on  thought  and  action 


II.  Instructional  Development:  In  addition  to  a 
newly-revised  general  education  program  which  engages 
liberal  learning  with  Christian  perspectives,  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  is  preparing  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  in  the 
1 980's  by  a  thorough  assessment  of  its  current  major  offer- 
ings, the  addition  of  academic  minors,  consideration  of 
selected  new  undergraduate  programs  and  the  launching 
of  a  Master  of  Arts  in  Education  degree  program.

Recent  acadennic  program  additions  have  included 
nnajors  in  psychology  and  accounting;  concentrations  in 
reading  and  gifted/talented  in  education;  teaching  tech- 
nologies utilizing  television  and  the  acadennic  computer; 
curricular  innovations  such  as  the  May  Term  and  stronger 
summer  school  program;  physical  education  programs  in 
recreation  leadership;  swimming  and  community  fitness; 
Dartmouth  language  program;  wholistic  health  care  cur- 
riculum in  the  nursing  program;  transformation  of  the  li- 
brary into  a  comprehensive  learning  resources  center;  and 
improved  fine  arts  offerings.  Improved  classroom  and 
learning  resource  facilities  envisioned  in  upcoming  reno- 
vation and  construction  projects  will  make  these  and  other 
programs  all  the  more  attractive  to  our  students  and 
faculty. 

The  quality  of  the  college  program  will  be  under  close 
scrutiny  in  the  1980's  from  several  vantage  points.  Pros- 
pective students  wi  1 1  exercise  more  careful  judgment  in  the 
anticipated  "buyers  market."  College  faculty,  staff  and 
board  members  will  engage  in  thorough  program  review 
and  evaluation  to  realize  the  fullest  potential  of  college 
resources.  Several  accreditation  agencies  will  evaluate 
various  programs,  and  a  comprehensive  self-study  will 
take  place  from  1980-82  in  anticipation  of  renewal  of  in- 
stitutional accreditation  by  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools.  On  these  and  other  fronts,  the  col- 
lege must  demonstrate  the  quality  of  its  programs  and  the 
competence  of  its  personnel.

In  line  with  ennerging  trends  in  American  higher  edu- 
cation and  particular  needs  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  a 
new  comprehensive  plan  of  faculty  development  in- 
cluded the  following  features: 

•  personnel  policies  which  affirm  the  tenure  system 
and  periodic  evaluation  of  academic  competence  and 
teaching  effectiveness  by  self,  student,  peerand  superior 
assessment 

•  development  by  individual  faculty  members  of  per- 
sonal growth  goals  involving  continuing  study,  creative 
endeavors  and  other  activities  suited  to  institutional 
long-range  planning  and  other  activities 

IV.  Continuing  Education:  Continuing  education  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  has  evolved  into  an  extension  of 
existing  academic  programs  in  various  departments  to  a 
wider  range  of  students  through  several  approaches. 
Mainstreamed  through  traditional  faculty  and  administra- 
tive structures,  the  continuing  education  program  has 
emphasized  the  perceived  strengths  of  basic  under- 
graduate academic  offerings  in  the  liberal  arts  and  pro- 
fessional programs  in  teacher  education,  nursing,  busi- 
ness and  human  services.  Community  and  regional  in- 
terest in  additional  programs  by  the  college,  coupled 
with  a  growing  willingness  by  the  college  and  its  con- 
stituents to  expand  its  continuing  education  program, 
have  readied  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  to  adopt  a  more  am- 
bitious program. 

Presently  the  c.e.  program  features  the  following  offer- 
ings: a  late  afternoon  and  evening  college  schedule; 
off-campus  courses  for  educators  and  nurses;  on- 
campus  facilities  for  the  University  of  North  Carolina  — 
Chapel  Hill  graduate  program  in  social  work;  short- 
courses  (on  and  off  campus,  faculty  presentations,  TV, 
etc.)  in  religious  studies  in  cooperation  with  the  North 
Carolina  Synod,  LCA  and  Lutheran  Theological  Southern 
Seminary;  physical  education  programs  in  swimming 
and  fitness;  and  other  workshops. 

The  further  development  of  continuing  education 
programming  in  the  future  will  be  aided  by  a  project 
initiated  by  the  Development  Board.  An  advisory  council 


representing  various  constituent  groups  of  the  college 
will  be  convened  in  May  to  aid  the  college  faculty  and 
staff  in  establishing  future  program  goals,  assessing 
community  needs,  developing  marketing  strategies  and 
assisting  in  curriculum  additions.  A  desired  outcome  will 
be  the  exploration  of  alumni  college  offerings,  Senior- 
American  programs,  summer  programs  and  other  ser- 
vices. 

For  me,  the  spirit  of  L-R's  respected  past  and  promis- 
ing future  was  captured  best  recently  by  a  79  year-old 
alumna.  She  has  been  taking  additional  courses  for  the 
past  few  semesters,  and  she  noted,  "Lenoir-Rhyne  Col- 
lege has  turned  my  life  around  .  .  .  for  the  second  time." 
Past  ach  ievements  and  future  d reams  have  a  way  of  melt- 
ing into  a  lively,  hopeful  present  when  persons  are  thirsty 
for  learning,  eager  to  grow,  energized  by  a  second  wind, 
and  ready  to  go  for  the  mountain.

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The  Development  Landscape

Development  is  a  fairly  new  phenomenon  in  higher 
education.  Unlike  the  offices  of  Dean,  President,  Provost, 
Chaplain,  etc.,  the  office  of 
Development  in  American 
higher  education  came  into  its 
own  only  about  35  years  ago  in 
the  post-Second  World  War 
era. 

Prior  to  that  time,  private 
higher  education — almost 
exclusively — was  supported 
by  student  tuition  monies  and 
funds  from  an  institution's 
supporting  church  body.  Now, 
however,  in  the  modern  era,  a 
number  of  factors  have  re- 
quired independent  colleges 
to  rely  more  and  more  upon 

funds  from  other  sources.  These  factors  include  the  rising 
cost  of  higher  education,  galloping  inflation,  the  erosion  of 
church  support  nationally  to  schools,  and  the  decreasing 
ability  of  the  American  family  to  foot  its  higher  education 
bill.

Thus,  the  rise  of  "Development" — ^the  art  of  raising 
friends  and  funds  for  the  institution  among  alumni,  non- 
alumni,  businesses,  industries,  foundations. 

The  initiation  of  the  formal  development  program  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne  can  be  pegged  in  the  mid-1 940's  with  the 
inception  of  the  so-called  "living  endowment"  program 
and  its  successor  some  years  later,  the  Loyalty  Fund,  in 
1 951 .  The  Loyalty  Fund,  sponsored  by  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, has  continued  to  grow  each  year.  In  1 967,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  authorized  the  establishment  of  the  Development 
Board  and  with  it  the  office  of  Director  of  Development  in 
response  to  the  institution's  need  for  support  above  that  of 
its  church  and  alumni  constituencies. 

The  shape  of  Development  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  in  the  fu- 
ture will  change  dramatically  from  what  it  is  now.  Three 
elements,  which  up  to  this  time  played  only  minor  roles, 
will  become  the  three  major  aspects  of  the  new  Develop- 
ment landscape. 

1 .  The  prominence  of  endowment. 

No  other  single  financial  factor,  exclusive  of  student 
enrollment,  will  mean  as  much  to  the  fiscal  health  of  a 
private  college  in  the  future  as  does  endowment.

Income  from  endowment  will  give  financial  stability  to 
an  institution  in  good  times  and  bad,  fat  times  and  lean, 
certain  times  as  well  as  uncertain. 

In  1970,  Lenoir-Rhyne  had  2  million  dollars  in  endow- 
ment which  produced  roughly  $135,000 peryear.  By  1980, 
the  College  had  5.5  million  dollars  which  produced  ap- 
proximately $550,000  per  year  or  8%  of  the  College 
budget.  An  endowment  of  20  million  dollars  would  pro- 
duce approximately  2  million  dollars  or  28%  of  the 
College's  current  budget.  Endowment  must  carry  a  larger 
and  larger  share  of  the  College  budget.  There  can  be,  for 
example,  endowed  professorships  in  the  names  or 
memories  of  persons  orfami  lies,  to  undenA/rite  the  salary  of 
a  faculty  member  or  members.  At  present  there  are  three 
endowed  professorships  all  or  partly  underwriting  the  sal- 
ary of  a  faculty  member.  There  can  be  endowment  funds 
which  underwrite  the  operating  costs  of  specific  buildings. 

2.  Deferred  Giving  will  be  another  large  field  in  the 
Development  landscape  of  the  future. 

Up  to  now,  private  colleges  have  relied  almost  exclu- 
sively on  current  gifts  from  individuals,  alumni,  business, 
and  industry  to  bridge  the  gap  between  what  students  pay 
and  what  it  costs  to  educate  them. 

But  with  inflation  and 
higher  living  costs  leaving 
less  and  less  of  the  dollar  for 
family  living  expenses  and  for 
savings,  Americans  have  less 
money  to  give  away. 

It  will  become  more  and 
more  difficult  for  colleges  to 
raise  substantial  sums  of 
money — or  at  least  all  it 
needs — from  the  current  gifts 
of  individuals. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  must,  there- 
fore, increasingly  move  into 
the  field  of  deferred  giving.  A 
deferred  gift  is  one  which  an 
individual  has  the  use  of  for  his 
institution's  at  a  future  date,  usually  his  or  his  spouse's 
death.  Whereas,  current  income  in  the  United  States  is 
billions  of  dollars,  the  total 
wealth    held    by   American 
families  totals  more  than  5 
trillion  dollars.  The  dollar  po- 
tential in  deferred  gifts  is  many 
times  greater  than  the  dollar 
potential  is  current  gifts. 

The  U.S.  Congress  has 
written  into  law  certain  plans 
which  benefit  donors  by  pro- 
viding life  income  for  gifts  that 
are  committed  in  trust  for  a 
chantable  institution.

For  dealing  with  the  potential  in  deferred  gifts,  future 
college  development  teams  will  consist  of  estate  planners, 
investment  counselors,  and  attorneys  actually  on  the  staff 
of  many  colleges. 

3.   Real  estate  will  loom  large  on  the  landscape  forthe 
future  Development  operation  of  a  college  like  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  Real  estate  itself  may 
be  gifted  and  makes  a  good 
gift  forthe  institution  and  donor 
alike. 

A  prime  beneficiary  of 
modern  inflation  is  the  land 
owner  whose  land  in  many  in- 
stances has  multiplied  several 
times  in  value. 

For  the  land  owner  to  sell 
his  land — whether  a  lot,  tract 
or  entire  farm — would  make 
him  liable  forthe  capital  gains 
tax,  that  is,  the  tax  on  the  dif- 
ference between  his  basis  in 
the  land  and  what  he  sells  it 

for.  Many  land  owners,  therefore,  cannot  afford  to  sell  the 
land  due  to  the  tax  bite. 

But  one  can  slide  a  piece  of  appreciated  land  into  a 
Charitable  Remainder  Unitrust,  receive  up  to  10%  income 
for  life  on  the  value,  avoid  all  capital  gainstaxeson  the  gift, 
and  receive  a  charitable  deduction  as  well. 

The  development  landscape:  the  need  for  substantial 
endowmentfunds,  an  effective  deferred  giving  program  as 
the  principal  source  of  these  funds,  and  the  place  and 
promise  of  gifting  real  estate  will  be  three  major  compo- 
nents of  development  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  in  the 
future.

Dr.  Kercher  is 
an  ordained  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  The 
Vice-President  for  Development  has  led  Lenoir-Rhyne  to  new 
levels  of  voluntary  support  and  spearheaded  the  successful 
completion  of  the  college's  Strategy  for  the  Seventies.  He  is 
married  and  has  two  children,  a  son  and  daughter.

Mixed 
Bag

Moving  into  the  1980's  makes  us  think  of  the  terminol- 
ogy used  to  describe  students  of  previous  decades  and 
wonder  what  we  will  call  the  "80's  generation." 

They  called  us  the  "Silent  Generation"  in  the  50's  and 
very  early  60's.  We  had  no  major  worries  and,  as  a  result, 
had  fun  and  studied  without  disturbing  anyone.  We  had 
been  the  good  guys  in  Korea  and  all  previous  wars,  jobs 
were  waiting  after  graduation,  and  all  was  well. 

The  1960's  brought  trouble.  The  war  in  Vietnam 
awakened  students  to  harsh  reality,  especially  the  rela- 
tionships between  world  events  and  their  own  lives.  As 
friends  were  killed  in  a  war  that  many  did  not  understand 
and  questions  were  answered  by  repression,  students 
began  to  challenge  the  very  nature  of  American  society. 
The  "Protest  Generation"  was  a  long  way  from  its  pred- 
ecessor of  the  previous  decade. 

As  involvement  in  Vietnam  waned  and  a  burglary  in 
Washington  led  to  the  downfall  of  a  President,  the  bitter 
taste  of  cynicism  became  unpalatable.  Students  in  the  late 
1 970's  took  a  sharp  turn  to  the  right,  seeking  the  comfort  of 
the  Silent  Generation.  The  outside  world  was  a  thought  to 
be  avoided  as  grades  and  the  job  market  became  im- 
mediate goals  in  the  idealistic  pursuit  of  the  American 
Dream. 

Continue  The  Trend 

College  students  of  the  early  1980's,  unless  jolted  by 
serious  external  forces,  will  try  to  continue  their  trend 
toward  egocentrism  that  has  developed  in  recent  years. 
According  to  an  annual  nationwide  survey  of  entering  col- 
lege freshmen  the  flow  is  toward  a  conservative, 
materialist  perspective.  The  post-graduate  goals  of  more 
and  more  students,  according  to  UCLA  Professor  Alexan- 
der W.  Astin's  survey,  are  wealth,  power,  and  status.  In 
1 976,  for  example,  53%  of  the  freshmen  cited  "being  very 
well  off  financially"  as  a  very  important  goal.  Last  fall  that 
figure  had  risen  to  63%. 

When  students  were  demonstrating  for  educational  re- 
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forms  in  the  1960's,  most  entering  freshmen  (59%  in  1969) 
favored  the  elimination  of  college  grades.  In  1974  only 
29%  of  the  freshmen  favored  that  change,  and  in  1 979  the 
support  had  dropped  to  only  16%.  Clearly,  students  no 
longer  want  to  risk  the  inconveniences  of  radical  change. 
The  most  consistent  call  for  change  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  in 
recent  years  has  been  in  reference  to  cafeteria  food. 
Probably  the  most  significant  change  in  college  stu- 
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students  of  the  80' s... more  conservative,  materialist? 
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dents  in  the  next  decade  will  be  their  age.  A  dramatic 
decline  in  the  U.S.  birth  rate  is  just  now  affecting  colleges 
and  universities.  The  next  twenty  years  will  see  a  23% 
decline  in  the  traditional  18-  to  24-year  age  group.  Does 
that  mean  that  there  will  be  fewer  students  in  college?  Not 
necessarily. 

Larger  Numbers 

Lenoir-Rhyne  and  other  colleges  will  enroll  larger 
numbers  of  over-25  students,  minorities,  and  women.  Also, 
retention  rates  will  increase  as  ways  are  found  to  eliminate 
causes  fordropping-out.  In  short,  colleges  will  work  harder 
to  attract  and  keep  a  greater  variety  of  students. 

According  to  a  recent  report  of  the  Carnegie  Counci  I  on 
Policy  Studies,  students  in  the  1980's  "will  be  recruited 
more  actively,  admitted  more  readily,  retained  more  as- 
siduously, counseled  more  attentively,  graded  more 
considerately,  financed  more  adequately,  taught  more 
conscientiously,  placed  in  jobs  more  insistently,  and  the 
curriculum  will  be  more  tailored  to  their  tastes." 

There  always  have  been  older  persons  in  the  commu- 
nity who  have  given  thought  to  going  to  college  for  the  first 
time  or  returning  after  a  long  absence  but  who  were  afraid 
of  competing  with  the  young  crowd  or  of  failing  to  adjust  to 
"college  life".  In  the  1980's,  however,  colleges  will  try  to 
accommodate  such  students  and  their  special  needs  be- 
cause the  schools  may  depend  on  those  "non-traditional" 
students  in  order  to  remain  financially  solvent  (i.e.,  sur- 
vive). We  may  find  the  "unusual"  become  common  (e.g., 
many  evening  classes  for  working  students,  baby-sitting 
services  for  mothers  with  pre-schoolers,  classes  held  off- 
campus  in  nursing  homes  or  shopping  malls,  etc.).  The 
possibilities  are  endless,  but  the  results  may  be  beneficial 
to  both  institution  and  students.  Necessity  may,  indeed,  be 
the  mother  of  exciting  inventions. 

What  If? 

What  will  a  classroom  of,  say,  1985  be  like  if  conserva- 
tive, materialist  18-year-old  freshmen  share  space — and 
ideas — ^with  classmates  who  are  parents,  middle-aged 
laborers  and  retired  factory  workers?  Hopefully,  such  a 
potpourri  of  persons  will  net  increased  learning. 

A  group  of  students  does,  as  we  teachers  have  seen, 
learn  more  about  cultural  differences  from  one  foreign 
student  in  class  than  from  countless  books  and  lectures, 
and  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  mere  variety  of 
persons  who  fill  the  classrooms  in  1985  will  enhance 
higher  education  to  a  substantial  degree.  College  class- 
rooms may  approximate  "real  world"  ambience  and  offer 
true  experiential  learning  without  the  need  for  students  to 
leave  their  desks. 

The  challenge  that  potentially  lower  enrollment  thrusts 
upon  colleges  in  the  years  ahead  also  presents  the  oppor- 
tunity for  greater  diversity  in  the  student  body.  With  re- 
duced numbers  of  18-  to  24-year-old  students  and  more 
women,  middle-aged  and  minority  students  seated  at 
desks  and  cafeteria  tables,  the  classroom — indeed,  the 
entire  campus — may  become  a  more  realistic  microcosm 
of  American  society  and  a  stronger  center  of  learning. 
Finally,  the  growing  influence  of  the  "non-traditional"  stu- 
dents might  halt,  and  even  reverse,  the  frightened  flight  of

today's  young  students  into  the  conservative,  materialist, 
egocentrism  that  surveys  reveal. 

Although  professors  and  textbooks  will  remain  impor- 
tant, the  odds  are  strong  that  students  will  learn  much  from 
each  other  during  the  1980's.  What  will  the  generation  be 
called?  We  will  not  know  that  for  a  few  years,  but  it  will  be 
interesting  to  watch  and  find  out.

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Campus  Ministry 
Pastor 


Priest,  Prophet, 


by  Dr.  J.  Larry  Yoder 

Projecting  the  shape  of  campus  ministry  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  into  the  80's  is  an  expansion  of  the  basic  task  of 
preaching  and  theology:  proclaiming  and  interpreting  the 
message  of  the  Gospel  to  each  succeeding  new  age.  As 
Karl  Barth  insisted  that  preaching  must  be  done  with  the 
"Bible  in  one  hand  and  the  newspaper  in  the  other,"  so 
campus  ministry  might  expand  that  principle  to  include  its 
entire  scope:  preaching,  worship,  the  sacraments,  coun- 
seling, wrestling  with  ideas,  prophetic  addressing  of  con- 
temporary issues. 

Operating  under  carefully  considered  assumptions 
thatthe  educational  environment  of  the  80's  will  be  charac- 
terized by  both  inflation  of  costs  and  scarcity  of  traditional 
students,  the  chaplain  faces  the  challenges  within  the 
context  of  several  basic  roles.  Among  the  tasks  of  the 
chaplain  are  to: 

•  plan  and  conduct  worship  services,  articulating  the 
Word;  interpreting  the  Gospel  as  to  its  impact  on  both  the 
campus  community  and  greater  society  in  issues  germane 
to  the  totality  of  life  at  Lenoir-Rhyne; 

•  speak  when  necessary  a  word  in  the  prophetic  vein  of  the 
Judaeo-Christian  tradition — painfully  and  humbly  asking 
hard  questions  or  making  provisional  critique  of  campus 
actions,  life  incidents  or  policies  as  these  relate  to  or  vary 
from  the  basic  thrusts  of  the  Christian  faith; 

•  counsel  with  students,  faculty  and  staff  on  personal, 
social  and  religious  problems,  providing  a  pastoral  minis- 
try to  the  members  of  the  college  community. 

It  is  from  these  three  basic  roles  of  priest,  prophet  and 
pastor  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  campus  ministry  will  be  shaped 
in  the  80's.  A  prospective  look  into  these  three  dimensions 
yields  the  following: 

COUNSELING  —  Counseling  as  a  major  portion  of 
campus  ministry  attempts  to  embody  the  caring  and  loving 
postures  of  servanthood — listening,  directing,  probing, 
challenging,  accepting.  On  issues  that  range  from  the 
religious  to  the  personal-relational,  the  focus  is  Christ- 
centered  as  well  as  person-centered. 

Critically,  current  local  analysis  indicates  many  stu- 
dents lack  focused  direction  to  their  lives,  lack  sufficient 
capacity  to  make  serious  moral  judgments,  are  unac- 
quainted with  the  serious  issues  of  our  time  (except  in  so 
far  as  their  "life  style"  may  be  interrupted).  Of  course  there 
are  exceptions,  but  this  set  of  impressions  would  prevail 


What  direction? 

for  a  significant  minority,  if  not  majority,  of  Lenoir-Rhyne 
students.  Colleagues  in  other  colleges  and  universities 
inform  me  that  much  the  same  is  true  on  their  campuses. 
Issues  of  "personal  growth  and  development"  and  difficul- 
ties brought  on  by  "gratifications"  dominate  over  intellec- 
tual clarity  and  rigor,  postures  of  personal  discipline,  or 
capacity  for  healthy  self-critique. 

But  broadly  speaking,  issues  of  "personal  growth  and 
development"  rightly  include  capacity  for  moral  judgment. 
The  narcissism  of  the  70's  cannot  go  unchallenged,  either 
in  individuals  or  in  the  culture.  The  Christian  commitment 
to  a  life  more  abundantly  lived  includes  critique  of  both 
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narcissistic  egoism  and  illegitimate  self-negation.  If 
economic  scarcity  of  energy  augmented  by  inflation  per- 
sists, as  expected,  into  the  80's,  it  seems  likely  to  expect 
many  students  (as  other  folk  in  society)  to  be  obliged  to 
reconsider  their  "life  styles,"  their  assumptions  for  living. 
Persons  reared  with  uncritical  assumptions  of  affluence 
may  well  have  some  tough  readjustments  in  an  era  of 
greater  austerity. 

WORSHIP  — Worship  that  is  meaningful,  expressive 
of  joy  and  repentance  and  the  range  of  Christian  relation- 
ships with  God,  is  at  the  heart  of  campus  ministry.  Among 
those  items  to  expect  in  the  80's  are  continued  honing  of 
liturgy  as  the  work  of  the  people  and  continued  expres- 
sions of  worship  in  liturgical  dance,  in  clowning,  in  sign 
language,  in  drama.  The  campus  has  been  traditionally  a 
place  for  experimentation  with  new  liturgies,  new  forms,  as 
well  as  a  place  for  renewal  of  traditional  meanings.  It  will 
be  so  in  the  80's. 

PROPHETIC  WORD  —  It  is  the  task  of  a  pastor  as 
prophet  humbly  but  persistently  to  probe  the  meaning  of 
events  and  policies,  seeking  to  understand  the  Word  of 
God,  the  people  of  God,  the  culture  and  the  interaction  of 


the  three.  What  are  the  implications  of  the  position  of  the 
U.S.  government  on  the  Persian  Gulf  region  as  among  the 
"vital  interests  of  the  United  States?"  What  are  the  implica- 
tions of  the  reinstitution  of  draft  registration?  What  does  it 
mean  to  be  a  citizen — as  a  Christian — in  a  society  that 
annually  uses  more  energy  for  air  conditioning  than  the 
Republic  of  China  uses  for  all  energy  purposes.  Are  we  to 
be  informed  in  an  era  of  greater  austerity  more  by  the 
mentality  of  Proposition  13  than  by  the  ethics  of  Matthew 
5-7?  What  are  the  limitsof  personal  "rights"  asoveragainst 
duty  and  sacrifice? 

Only  a  few  among  literallyhundredsof  questions,  these 
issues  of  prophetic  import  challenge  both  chaplain  and 
campus  community  to  wrestle — in  the  mix  of  Christian 
faith,  culture,  and  the  clash  of  ideas — for  clarity  of  issues 
and  strength  of  character. 

The  sum  of  the  ministry  of  the  chaplain  is  to  remain 
faithful  to  the  Lord,  to  articulate  the  Gospel  clearly  and 
courageously,  to  be  open  to  the  clash  of  competing  ideas, 
tobe  willing  to  listen  to  those  who  hurt  as  well  as  those  who 
challenge.  Such  is  the  shape  of  chaplaincy  in  the  80's.

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LINEBERGER  CENTER 

Generated  and  sustained  by  an  endowment  grant  from 
the  Lineberger  Foundation  of  Belmont,  the  Lineberger 
Center  for  Cultural  and  Educational  Renewal  is  in  its  sec- 
ond year  of  existence  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Cultural  renewal 
includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  multidisci  pi  i  nary  themes  that 
seek  to  enable  Lenoir-Rhyne  to  make  an  impact  upon 
culture,  developing  events  of  artistic  and  cultural  signifi- 
cance that  engage  ethics  and  aesthetics  on  levels  both 
popular  and  sophisticated.  Educational  renewal  seeks  to 
foster  in  students  and  faculty  an  expertise  in  moral  under- 
standing: that  the  existence  of  a  moral  order  requires  the 
resolution  of  conflicting  values. 

Practically  speaking,  these  two  dimensions  of  renewal 
get  both  campus  and  larger-community  expression.  The 
new  core  curriculum,  which  begins  implementation  in 
1980-81,  includes  courses  of  value-oriented  subject  mat- 
ter, as  well  as  components  of  interdisciplinary  subject 
matter.  The  latter  seeks,  for  instance,  to  integrate  in  the 
humanities  the  great  ideas  and  great  literature  with  the 
history  of  the  Western  world.  The  former  utilizes  two 
specific  courses — ethics  and  contemporary  issues  (Reli- 
gion 400),  and  critical  choices  (Social  Science  320) — ^to 
inform  the  entire  curriculum  of  the  importance  of  expertise 
in  moral  understanding  and  resolution  of  conflicting  val- 
ues. The  intent  is  not  to  foist  upon  all  subject  matter  a 
particular  value  perspective;  rather,  it  is  to  recognize  the 
presence  of  values-oriented  issues  in  varying  form  in  all 
disciplines. 

Faculty  Development 

The  Center  seeks  to  enable  faculty  members  to  in- 
crease their  expertise,  especially  in  the  areas  of  interdis- 
ciplinary study  and  values.  To  this  end,  faculty  develop- 
ment grants  are  made  available  annually. 

Community  Involvement 

Through  special  projects  the  Lineberger  Center  seeks 
to  reachthe  greater  community  as  well  as  the  campus.  The 
Center  addresses  issues  of  value  conflict  in  society, 
scheduling  conferences  and  seminars  in  which  to  con- 
sider these  conflicts.  Characteristically,  the  Center  will 
bring  together  scholars  and  non-academics  to  debate  the 
points,  seeking  consensus — or  at  least  clarity  of  the 
issues — from  a  wide  spectrum  of  citizens.  Special  collo- 
quia  will  bring  together  specialists  in  a  particular  disci- 
pline to  present  their  most  recent  scholarship. 

Among  those  events  that  characterize  the  intent  of  the 
Center  are  the  conferences  on  Values  in  Society  (which  in 
September,  1980,  will  focus  on  the  "Perspectives  of  Excel- 
lence"), and  the  Hickory  Humanities  Conference.  The  lat- 
ter deserves  special  comment  as  a  prototype  for 
Lineberger  Center  activity  and  direction  in  the  80's. 

The  Hickory  Humanities  Conference,  modeled  afterthe 
Aspen  Institutes,  will  feature  selections  of  the  great 
ideas/great  books  as  a  curriculum  for  a  four-day  confer- 
ence in  May,  1981,  at  a  nearby  retreat  center.  Staffed  by 
master  teachers  (including  nationally  known  columnist 


Sydney  Harris),  the  conference  will  bring  together  persons 
from  business,  banking,  academia,  education,  including 
both  management  and  workers  as  a  wide  range  of 
economic,  professional  and  academic  backgrounds  are 
sought.  The  central  purpose  of  the  conference  is  to  probe 
great  ideas  of  the  Western  mind,  seeking  insights  for  pres- 
ent understanding  as  we  sort  out  priorities  in  a  rapidly 
changing  world.  Planned  to  cost  no  more  than  $250  per 
participant,  the  Hickory  Humanities  Conference  will  be  the 
first  of  a  series  of  events  of  this  sort  that  characterize  the 
Lineberger  Center  for  the  80's. 

Support  Base 

The  Center  is  fortunate  to  enjoy  the  support  of  the 
endowment,  from  which  it  derives  its  basic  budget.  From 
that  base,  programs  are  augmented — or  perhaps  even 
solely  supported — by  grants  that  are  written  requesting 
funds  from  outside  sources,  such  as  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Humanities. 

Still  in  its  infancy,  the  Lineberger  Center  has  its  funda- 
mental purpose  clearly  in  focus — the  renewal  of  culture 
and  education,  the  fostering  of  expertise  in  making  moral 
judgments.  The  blossoming  of  the  implications  of  such  a 
purpose  will  take  shape  in  the  80's.  The  aim  of  the  Center  is 
to  attain  a  stature  of  national  distinction  as  a  result  of  its 
efforts  to  flesh  out  this  purpose.

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Afterword 


For  higher  education  in  general,  and  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  in  particular,  the  changes 
likely  to  be  experienced  in  the  transition  from  the  '70's  to  the  '80's  will  be  much  more 
significant  than  those  we  experienced  between  the  '60's  and  the  '70's. 

If,  to  paraphrase  the  Scriptural  truth,  the  College  aims  to  be  different  from  the 
world,  it  also  belongs  to  the  world — a  world  whose  attention  in  the  course  of  the 
decade  has  shifted  dramatically  from  the  West,  the  Judeo-Christian  tradition,  the 
highly  developed  industrial  nations,  democracy  and  free  enterprise;  to  the  East,  the 
Islamic  and  Oriental  cultures,  the  third  and  fourth  worlds,  and  emerging  if  unstable 
new  forms  of  government  and  societal  values. 

In  profound  respects,  as  we  sense  in  the  foregoing,  the  future  will  be  different  from 
the  past.  However,  it  is  not  just  that  student  attitudes  and  interests  during  the  '80's 
may  differ  from  those  we  remember  as  our  own — a  truth  which  makes  the  future  no 
different  from  the  past.  Rather,  the  difference  will  be  sensed  in  the  very  concept  of 
what  it  meant  to  be  a  student — young,  single,  preoccupied  with  a  first  career  prepara- 
tion. The  shifting  nature  of  this  nation's  population,  bulging  now  with  the  "babies" 
born  after  World  War  II,  demands  a  brand  new  focus  for  higher  education  and  thus  for 
Lenoir-Rhyne. 

The  irony  of  history  may  be  that  we  will  see  more  clearly  than  ever  the  truly 
life-long  process  for  which  all  formal  education  should  stand.  The  more  effectively  the 
College  teaches  the  basic  skills  and  changeless  insights  which  are  the  heritage  of  the 
liberal  arts  and  sciences  to  young  and  old  alike,  the  more  Lenoir-Rhyne  fulfills  its 
mission — to  engage  vigorously  and  fully,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  every  student's 
readiness  to  learn.
